Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different functions. The chemical compounds are structurally unrelated; the 
protein can be used s a standard for assays of to BRCA1 (oir,ll_3) protein, while the chip array and 
oligonucleotide probes can be used to detect nucleic acids containing the to BRCA1 encoding 
sequences. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and mutually exclusive search, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
